Of thi- num b er apjiroxim ately 100 
are fa r removed in the interior from 
the already inacce.ssib le Tsinan con­ 
sulate and entirely isolated.

in.-ula, in the immediate path of the 
retreatin g Shantung armies. 
Swaney has appealed to the Chinese 
for troop trains, the only means of 
sending the Am ericans to safety , b ut 
reports that no trains are availab le. 
Such Americans, as find their way out 
will have to do so b y their own initia­ 
tive, officials said.

protection of the witnesses. It Is to be 
noted that these men had prev iou sly 
been called to be disciples of Christ 
(John 1 :30-42).

1. From what they were called (v . 
10).

They were called from positions of 
definite serv ice. 
They were fishers. 
God alway s chooses Ills serv ants from 
the ranks of the employ ed.

When Jesu s entered this home Hi 
fou nd Peter’s mother-in-law with a 
bu rning fev er. 
We know that among 
the closest followers of Jesu s there 
are su ffering ones and anx iou s and 
bu rdened hearts. 
To all su ch Jesu s 
comes with lov ing sy mpathy and pow­ 
er to help. 
2. “They tell Him of her” (v . 31). 
This was the proper thing to do. 
We shou ld bring to the attention of 
Jesu s those of ou r families who hav e 
need of bodily or spiritu al healing.
